MAIN FEATURES 
+ In November 1983, there was an estimated 2,427,400 persons In the clvilfan labour force In New 
South Wales, of whom 2,195,700 were employed and 231,600 were unemployed. 


+ The labour force participation rate was 59.5 per cent and the unemployment rate was 9.5 per cent. 


+ Since November 1982, the estimated number of persons In the clvilfan labour force has Increased 
by 15,800 and the labour force participation rate decreased by 0.7 percentage points. The number 
of unemployed persons increased by 22,100 and the unemployment rate by 0.8 percentage points. 


+ In recent times, the male and female unemployment rates have tended to converge such that the 
female unemployment rate Is now no longer consistently greater than that for males. Previously, 
the female unemployment rate was wel! above the rate for males. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


1. This bulletin contatns estimates 
relating to the civittan tabour force and 
to those not fn the labour force. The 
estimates have been derived from the 
results of the population survey, which Is 
conducted on a sample basts throughout 
Australta. From February 1978, the survey 
has been conducted each month. Previousty, 
the survey was conducted fn February, May, 
August, and November of each year. 


2. Statistics similar to those contained 
tn Tables 1, 2 and 5 of this bulletin are 
published each month as they become 


avallable, fn the publication Monthly 


Summary of Statistics (1305.1) which is 


available on request to this Office. Other 
data contained in this bulletin are also 
avallable each month (except for the 
eccupation and industry detaits for 
employed persons, which are avallable onty 
on a quarterly basts). tn addition, other 
unpublished data may also be avatiable. 
These data, ff required each month as they 
become avallable, may be obtained from this 
Office. . 


3. The population surveys The survey Is 


based on a multi-stage area sampte of 
private dweltings (houses, flats, etc.) and 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.), and covers about one-half of one per 
cent of the poputation of New South Wales. 
The Informatton ts obtatned from the 
occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and specially trained 
Interviewers. The Interviews are generally 
conducted durtng the two weeks beginning on 
the Monday between the 6th and 12th of each 
month. The Information obtafned relates to 
the week before the Interview (f.e. the 
survey week). 


4. Scopes The survey Includes all persons 
aged 15 and over, except ;: 


(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of 
overseas governments, customarfly 
excluded from census and estimated 
poputations; 


(c) overseas residents In Australtta; and 


(d) members of non-Australlan defence 
forces (and thefr dependants), 
stationed fn Australia. 


5e The Sydney Statistical Ofviston is 
predomtnantly urban In character - and Its 
boundary was re-delfneated In 1976 to 
embrace the area expected to contain the 
urban development of Sydney (and associated 
smaller urban centres) for a period of at 
least twenty years. ThIls area covers the 
same area as the 'Sydney Reglon', as 
delfneated by the State Pianning Authority

6. Survey sample. The population survey 


sample Is reselected after each 
guinquenntal Census of Population and 
Housing. The reselected sample of 
dwellings, based on 1981 Census results was 
introduced In the October {982 survey. 
Because of the Introduction of the new 
sample of dwellings, there was not the 
usual high proportton of dwellings common 
to each of two consecutive surveys and the 
standard errors of movements between 
September and October 1982 and any 
quarterly movements which Include this 
perlod are therefore higher than normal. 
The standard errors which apply are given 
fin a Technical Note at the end of this 
publication. Information on sample design 
and selectton fs given In the Technical 
Note in The Labour Force, Australia, 1978 
(6204.0). 


7. Relfability of the estimates. Stace 


the estimates In this-bulletin are based on 
Information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they, and the 
movements derived from them may differ from 
figures that would have been obtained If 
the Information had been collected from 
occupants of all dweliftngs (ustng the same 
questionnaire and tnterviewing procedures). 
One measure of the Itkely difference fs 
given by the standard error, which 
Indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only a 
sampie of dwellings was Included In the 
surveye A Technical Note, showing the 
{tkely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, Js shown at the end of this 
publication. 


8. Classifications of the labour force 

(a) The tabour force classiffcation used 
in the survey conforms closely to the 
International _ standard definitions 
spectfted by the International Labour 


Organtsation (ILO). The labour force 
comprtses all persons [tn scope who, during 
the survey week, were employed or 
unempfoyed as defined tn paragraphs 8b) 
and 8{(c) belowe The survey week comprises 
the seven days preceding the tnterview week 
(see note 3 above). The activittes of 
persons tn thts period of reference are 
used tn determining the classtfication of 
those who are employed. 'n addition to 
this week, the 3 weeks preceding {ft are 
atso considered In fdentifying the 
unemployed. More detatied definittons of 
these two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons 
1. These comortse all civilfans aged 15 


and over who, during the survey week : 

«+ worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commisston or payment tn kind 
tn a job or bustness, or on a farm 
(including emptoyees, employers and 
self-employed persons); or 

« worked for 15 hours or more without 
pay In a family busIness or on @ farm 
(Tee. unpald family hetpers); or 

« were employees who had a job but were 
not at work and were: on paid leave; 
on teave without pay for tess than 
four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; stood down without pay 
because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at thetr place of 
employment for tess than four weeks 
up to the end of the survey week; on 
strike or tocked out; on workers’ 
compensation and expected to be 
returning to thelr job; or recelving 
wages or sataries while undertaking 
full-time study; or 

+ were employers or self-employed 
persons who had a job, business or 
farm, but were not at work. 


tl. These employed persons can be 
classified Into : 
- full-time workers (tee. those who 


usually work 35 hours or more a week 
and others who, although usually 
part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more durtng the survey week); and 

- part-time workers (f-e-. those who 
usuatty work less than 35 hours a 
week, and who did so durtng the 
survey week). 


A person who hetd more than one job Is 
counted only once - In the Job tn which he 
worked most hours during: the survey week. 


Cc? Unemployed persons comprise atl 
civilians aged 15 and over who were not 
emptoyed during the survey week, and : 

t. had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any tIme In the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week, 
and : 

« were available for work In the survey 
week, or would have been avallable 
except for temporary Iliness (Jee. 
lasting. for less than four weeks to 
the end of the survey week); or 

« were waiting to start a new Job 
within four weeks from the end of the 
survey week, and would have started 
tn the survey week if the job had 
been avatlable then; or 

Tt. were walting to be catled back to a 
full-time or part-time Job from which 
they had been stood down without pay 
for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (including the whote 
of the survey week) for reasons other 
than bad weather or plant breakdown. 


(d) Actively tooking for work iInctudes 
writing, telephoning or applying [In person 
to an emptoyer for work; answering a 
newspaper advertisement for a Job; checking 
factory or Commonwealth Emptoyment Service 
notice boards; betng registered with the 
Commonwealth Employment Service; checking 
or registering with any other employment 
agency; advertising or tendering for work; 
and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note. The figures shown fn this bulletin 
for the number of persons unemployed should 
not be confused with those issued by the 
Commonwealth Department of Employment and 
Industrial Relationse These latter figures 
represent the number of persons registered 
as unemployed awalting placement with the 
Commonwealth Employment Service. 


Ce) Persons not fn the labour force are 
those who, during the survey week, were not 
In the categorles temployed! or 
tunemployed', as defined. They fnclude 
persons who were keeping house (unpaid), 
attending an educational institution 
{school, unfversity, etc.), retired, 
voluntarily Inactive, permanently unable to 
work, Inmates of Institutions Chospitats, 
gaols, sanatorila, etc.), trafnee teachers, 
members of contemplative relfgfous orders, 
and persons whose only activity during the 
survey week was jury service or unpaid

€f) Duratton of unemployment Is the perfod 


from the time the person began looking for 
work or was laid off to the end of the 
survey week. Perfods of unemployment are 
recorded fn complete weeks and this results 
In a sttght understatement of duration. 
Average (mean) duration {ts the duration 
obtained by dtviding the aggregate number 
of weeks a group has been unemployed by the 
number of persons [In that group. 


(gq) Unemployed persons classifted by 
Industry and occupation. Unemployed 


persons who had worked full-time for two 
weeks or more fn the last two years are 
classiffed according to the tndustry and 
occupation of thelr most recent full-time 
Job. 


th) Marital status. In the population 
survey, persons are class!lffed as marrled 
or not married. The former category 


Includes persons who are separated, while 
the latter category tInctudes persons who, 
at the time of the survey, had never 
married, or were widowed, or divorced. 
However, the marital status .to which a 
person Is assigned depends upon the 
information qtven by the respondent, and 
does not necessarftly reftect legal status. 
Prior to October 1982, respondents who 
stated they were living In a de facto 
arrangement were asked how they would 
descr{fbe thelr marital status on a 
Population Census schedule and the answer 
was recorded. From October 1982, these 
respondents were coded as married. This 
may have resulted In some dIscontinul ty 
between September and October 1982 In 
serfes class!Ifled according to marftal 
status.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation Procedure 


1. The labour force estimates are dertved 
from the poputation survey by use of a 
complex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the survey estimates 
conform to an {ndependently estimated 
dtstrfbution of the population by age and 
sex, rather than to the age and sex 
distribution within the sample Itself. 


Relftabtlity of the Estimates 


2. Two types of error are vossibte In an 
estimate based oan a sample survey: 
sampttng error and non-sampling error. The 
samp!tng error ts a measure of the 
vartabilfty that occurs by chance because a 
sampte, rather than the entire population, 
ts surveyed. SInce the estimates tn this 
bulletin are based on tnformatton obtalned 
from occupants of a sampte of dwellings, 
the estimates and the movements derived 
from them are subject to sampling 
vartabs lity; that ts, they may differ from 
the ffgures that would have been obtained 
tf all dwellings had been Included tn the 
survey. One measure of the IIkely 


difference Is gtven by the standard error 


which fndicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance 
because onty a sample of dwell!ngs was 
Included. There are about two chances tn 
three that a sample estimate will differ by 
tess than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtalned tf al! 
dwellinas had been ftncluded and about 
ntneteen chances fn twenty that the 
difference witt be tess than two standard 
errors. The standard error can also be 
expressed as a percentage of the estimate, 
and this ts known as the relative standard 
error.s 


3. A table of standard errors of estimates 
dertved from the survey and of monthly, 
quarterty and annual movements stnce 
February 1978 Is glven below. Detatls of 
standard errors for estimates and of annual 
movements prftor to February {978 are 


contained In the bulletin The Labour Force, 


Australta, 1978 (6204.0). The standard 
errors of quarterly movements for pertfods 
erior to February 1978 were published tn 
the Technical Note {fn the November 1977 
Issue of this bulletin. 


4, Standard errors of estimates can be 
determined from columns 1, 2 and 3 {n the 
table below, as follows: 


If the estimate obtalned from the 
sample Ss 100,000 (see column (1)) the 
standard error {fs 3,900, Jee. 3.9 per 
cent of the estimate, and there are 
about two chances {n three that the 
true figure Is withtn the range 96,100 
to 103,900 and about nineteen chances 
tn twenty that this figure fs between 
92,200 and 107,800. As the standard 
errors In the table show, the smaller 
the estimate, the higher fs the per 
cent (relative) standard error. 


5. The movement $n the level of an 
estimate Ss also subject to sampling 
vartabi lity. The standard error of the 
movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from which the movement !s 
obtatned rather than on the size of the 
movement. Standard errors of monthly 
movements (except September/October 1982) 
are glven fn column 5 of the tabte below. 
The standard error of the monthly movement 
ts read against the larger of the two 
estimates appeartng fn column { from which 
the movement ts dertved. An example of the 
use of column 5 fs as follows: 
If the estimates for two successive 
months are 480,000 and 500,000 (f.e. an 
tncrease of 20,000), this column shows 
that the standard error of the monthly 
movement wit! be 5,100 (the figure 
shown fn the column agatnst 500,000 tn 
column 1). That Is, there are about 
two chances In three that the monthly 
movement Ifes between 14,900 and 25,100 
and about nineteen chances tn twenty 
that ft tfes between 9,800 and 30,200. 


6. As mentioned tn Sectton 6 of the 
Explanatory Notes, a completely new sample 
of dwellings was {fntroduced fn October 
1982. Between September and October 1982, 
therefore, there was not the usual high 
proportion of dwellf!ngs common to each of 
two consecutive surveys and the standard 
errors of movements between these months 
and quarterly movements spanning this 
pertod, are hnfgher than normal. Standard 
errors applying to movements between 
September and October 1982 are given tn 
column 4 of the table. 


aa Standard errors of all quarterly and 
annual movements are expltatned fn the 
footnote to the table below. 


8. The standard errors of estimates 
relating to agricultural emptoyment are 
generally somewhat higher than the standard 
errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitudes The standard errors for Sydney 
Statistical Diviston are approximately the 
same as for New South Wates as a whole. 


9. The retattve standard errors of 
estimates of average duratton of 
unempfoyment are obtatned by first findtng 
the relative standard error of the estimate 
of the total number of persons contributing 
to the estimate (see table below) and then 
multiplying the ffgure so obtatned by 1.5- 


10. The relttabtlity of an esttmated 
percentage or rate, computed by ustIng 
sample data for both numerator and 
denomInator, depends upon both the size of 
the numerator and the s!tze of the 
denomSnator. However, the relative 
standard error of the estimated percentage 
or rate witl generally be slightly lower 
than the relative standard error of the 
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estimate of the numerator. The relative 
standard errors of the numerator can be 
obtained from column (3) In the tabte 
betow. 


Yt. The tmprectston due to sampling 
vartabtttty, which fs measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with 
tnaccuractes that may occur because of 
imperfections tn reporting by respondents, 
errors made tn cottect!on such as In 
recording and coding of data, and errors 
made {n processing the data-e Inaccuractes 
of thts kind are referred to as non- 
sampttng errors - and they may occur In any 
enumeration, whether It be a full count or 
only a sampte. Every effort ts made to 
reduce non-sampling errors to a minftmum by 
careful design of questtonnalres, tntenslve 
training and superviston of tnterviewers, 
and effictent operating procedures.» 


12. Estimates betow 4,500 have been 
excluded from this bulletin because they 
are subject to sampling vartabIl lity too 
htah for most practical purposese Aithough 
figures for these smal! components can fn 
some cases be derived by subtractton, they 
should not be regarded as rellable.
